To keep from freezing by tho u 
of ice seems a novel way of turning 
ordinary 
ubage upside down. 
A daily 
paper 
is responsible 
for 
the 
state- 
ment that the reather bureau 
at 
Washington is about to issue a bulle- 
tin 
describing 
a new and peculiar 
method of heating. 
It consists 
in 
keeping out cold, not by the us 
of 
file, but by the intervention 
of ice. 
Its object 
is the protection 
of per- 
ishable goods in transit. 
The car is double lined and has at 
each end four galvanized iron cylin- 
ders reaching from the floor almost 
to the topv 
In summer these 
cylin- 
ders are filled with ice and salt in 
order to kerp th 
car cool. 
The 
re- 
markable 
point, however, is that in 
winter they are filled nith ice in or- 
der to keep the contents 
of the car 
from freezing. 
Ice is nominally ab a temperature 
of 32 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and it is a 
substance that changes its tempera- 
ture 
reluctantly, 
and is a bad con- 
ductor of heat 
--or cold. 
Consequent- 
ly when zero weather 
prevails 
with- 
out the cylinders of relatively warm 
ice 
prevent the escape 
of heat; 
in 
other words, they maintain 
tho tem- 
perature within the car. 
Another 
novel 
device by which ice 
is 
cmplojed 
for 
protection 
against 
cold 
consists 
in throwing 
upon the 
car when the weather 
is 
near 
the 


, zero point a plentiful stream of water, 
which freezes nt onco and formi 
a 
complete coat over tlur vehicle. 
The 
action of the ico is the sam 
as in the 
other case. 
A similar plan is frequently 
adopt- 
ed in the transportation 
of banana, 
a fruit which is particularly 
auscopti 
ble to cold. 
The fruit is put in paper 
bags inside of heavy canvas bags and 
cohered with salt hay when the tem- 
perature is dangerously low.
